To whom these fine lines may concern in the employ of the Royal Mint. 
Gentlemen, 


When you read these fine lines it may make you feel very angry but also not get out of 
place, for a gentleman will always try to be truthful and that is the reason why you will reason 
with yourselves and not say that the truth is the best I am not growing too accuse you of wrong 
doing, neither am I asking you for anything neither have you asked me for anything, but I do 
venture to say that there must be some one here that this letter will strike very hard. In the first 
place you may wonder as to why I should write such a letter and for what reason overall. I will 
endeavor to tell you this country is a bare faced robber that lure young men from their native 
lands with promises of the finest, and when you get here where are they you can see other proper 
employment at skilled laborer work what do you mean by that? I am a first class Sailor and cutter 
can not much more [than]y half wages. 

You may doubt my word but a very few words will convince you of now the gentleman 
that struck the first die for the Royal Mint, London, England, his block of steel was covered with 
a layer of Wax when he had the impression made in the ways than he paired on the collected 
sufficient.

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have an air hole [or] the impression can never be clear that is all the part in molding that is unless 
you want a copper model this will open your eyes smear your face over lightly with fine work 
place the isle, not to be plunked downwards place it in your bath of sulfide of copper turn on 
your battery after. 2 or 3 days you will find half inch thick plate of copper remove & worm the 
piece the wax will melt and the piece will pluck to the flower leaving you a perfect impression.
